nonnceil Deinonetlzntton In the Halls 
of Oonure**s. 
Ex-Cougreasmau H. F. Bartine has 


addressed an open letter to iiJnjor Mc- 
Kinley. Mr. Bartine was ti member of 
the committee of flEterfii with M«jor 
McKinley, appointed to frame si free 
silver bill. 


Mr. Bartiue starts out by asserting 


that in giving the present monetary j 
policy of the Republican party bis un- 
qualified indorsement in bis letter of 
acceptance, Major McKinley assumes a 
position quite different 
from 
that 


which be occupied a, short time ago. 
He added: 


''No one can read your published ac- 


ceptance without being impressed that 
you regard the maiutainanco of the 
gold standard not merely .as a wise, ju- 
dicious policy, but us absolutely essen- 
tial to the preservation of our 'financial 
honor.' Throughout your entire dis- 
cussion of tbe question the general idea 
is that parity with gold is the infallible 
test o£ honesty in money, and that our 
currency, cheaper than gold at its pres- 
ent appreciated value, is ot necessity 
dishonest. The conclusion comes irie- 
sistibly that yon regard the advocates 
of unrestricted silver coinage aa being 
deficient in personal integrity and as 
seeking to establish n monetary policy 
that 
will 
dishonor the 
American 


name. 


"Being one of those whose personal 


integrity is thus impugned, I make free 
to remind you that in 1878, us a mem- 
ber of tbe House of Representatives, 
you votad for the famous 'Bland bill,' 
providin.r for tbe unrestricted coinage 
of silver at tha ratio of 16 to 1. 


"At that time the commercial value 


of the bullion which yon voted to coin 
into a dollar was a little more than 90 
c<mts. It had been much lower, but at 
the time your vote was cast it had 
risen, considerably as a result of politi- 
cal agitation and prospective free coin- 
age. 
Tbe Bland bill was at that time 


denounced as 'repudiation' and 'rank 
dishonesty' by many of the prominent 
financiers who are now giving you their 
earnest support. 


"In view of these facts, would'you 


regard it as impertinent for me to re- 
quest a public statement of your opin- 
ion as to whether or not the Bland bill 
was a 'dishonest' measure, calculated 
to 'debase' our currency and 'dishonor' 
tbe country ? If you answer in the 
affirmative, in justice to yourself you 
should inform the country why yon 
voted for it. If your answer be in the 
negative, it should bs supplemented by 
an explanation of bow an act that was 
honest in 1878 can be dishonest in 1896. 
There is no difference m principle nor 
even in degree so far as the.question of 
honesty is concerned. 


" You were a member of tho Pjfty-flrst 


Congress and a candidate 
for the 


Speakership of tbe House. Tbe Re- 
publican members from tbe far West 
have uut forgotten, how anxious you 
were for their support and how earnest- 
ly you reminded them that yon had 
voted for free silver nearly twelve years 
before. I was one of those Western 
members. At that time (1889), when 
silver bullion had fallen to Jess than 75 
cants on the dollar in gold, you cer- 
tainly never gave any token that in 
your opinion a law providing for the 
free coinage of tbat metal would in- 
volve 'financial dishonor.'" 


Mr. Bartine then reminds the Major 


tbat he recognized tbe fact all through 
tbe Fifty-first Congress that the de- 
monetization of silver was wrong; that 
the Bland-Allison law was too narrow 
and that something further must be 
done toward silver restoration. He re- 
calls the fact tbat tbe nominee was one 
of tbe special committee of fifteen ap- 
pointed by the Republican caucus to 
endeavor to frame n "free-silver bill" 
upon which all Republicans could unite. 
Mr. Bartine adds: 


"You will not hesitate to say yon 


were one of the most active members of 
tbe committee, and tbat none was more 
earnest than you in tbe effort to formu- 
late a measure for which all Republi- 
cans, including those who were strong- 
ly in favor of free silver, might vote. 
In emphasizing tbe necessity of pass- 
ing a silver bill iu substance you.said, 
during the committee debates: 
'We 


must pass a silver bill, the country de- 
mands it, but we must pass it as a 
party measure. I am prepared to sup- 
port any bill that we can unite on. I 
can accept free coinage or the VVindom 
bill, or anything else upon which we 
can agree, but it is imperative that we 
bave a silver bill.' Bid you in 1890 re- 
gard the free coinage of silver as mean- 
ing 'financial dishonor f' You seem to 
have abandoned the opinions of a life- 
time on a question of morals."
